Ambulance Service until 1975 
when this private service found it 
impossible financially to continue. 

In 1974, with the community fac- 
ing the possibility of losing ambu- 
Janee service, the B.E.A.R.S. of- 
fered its services to operate a 
town owned ambulance service and 
in January of 1975, the Town vot- 
ed to establish a municipally run 
service and purchase a new ambu- 
lance with required emergency 
medical care equipment, The 
B.E.A.R.S. continue today to op- 
erate this municipal service in a 
manner which has received praise 
from every segment of the com- 
munity. 

What does the B.&.A.R.S. ser- 
vice mean to the community in 
dollars and cents? Without this 
group of dedicated individuals, the 
Town would most probably have to 
subsidize a fulltime private service 
either locally or regionally at sub- 
stantially greater costs or operate a 
full-time service which conserva- 
tively would cost in excess of 
$75,000 per year. In 1980 Bethel’s 
ambulance service operates on a 
budget of about $20,000. Patient 
changes provide about 40% of the 
service income with Bethel area 
towns providing the remaining

I would like to make a few com- 
ments on the upcoming referen- 
dum on nuclear power. Already, 
I see and hear “your power com- 
pany” spending thousands of dol- 
lars on what I term “scare tactics”, 
to convince Mainers that Wiscasset 
Nuclear Power Plant is a necessi- 
ty. oe 5 

Central Maine Power says that 
one thind of energy production 
is nuclear, They warn of black- 
outs and rate hikes if Wiscasset 
js decommissioned. I give them 
a veny low credibility rating. There 
were no blackouts in the five 
months Maine Yankee was shut 
down last year, Power was bought 
from the New England Power 
Pool, which has a 26%  sur- 
plus of energy beyond the dailv 
peak demand. This surplus could 
be used while alternative energy 
is developed, 

No matter if Maine Yankee stays 
open or not, they will keep need- 


ing rate increases, A portion of | 


the latest increase is for decom- 
missioning the plant, a phenom- 
enal cost which we barely begin 
to defray with this rate hike, 
Do. you remember 15 or so years 
ago when nuclear power was go- 
ing to be “too cheap to meter”? 
Did they foresee short uranium 
supplies and that uranium like oil, 
would be imported through a cost- 
dy cartel, 
_ The Power Companies also musi 
have omitted inclusion in their 
cost/benefit ratio planning for 
proper disposal of the varied ra- 
dioactive wastes involved. These 
wastes start with mining and end 
with spent fuel. In my opinion 


there is no amount of money or ‘ 


planning that will solve the prop- 
Jem of having intensely radioactive 
material around for thousands of 
years, 

Maine Yankee is already run- 
ning out of storage space for 
spent fuel. Their solution, crowd 
the fuel rods closer together in 
the cooling ponds, Issues such as 
this and the earthquake, which oc- 
curred last year fear Wiscasset, 
are the grave concerns whicli 
prompted me to write this letter. 

it is important that people in- 
form themselvés of the many ec- 
onomic and health dangers of nu- 
clear power, There are alterna- 
tives, Conservation means making 
more. éfficient use of what we 
have, not doing without. We have 
fantastic hydroelectric potential 
Without desttoying natural re- 
sources such as the St. John Riv- 
ér, Much of our electrical needs 
could be met with wood and wood 
manufacturers by-products as well 
ws solar energy at this time.

60% from property taxation. 

What commitment does an indi- 
vidual make fo serve as an am- 
bulance attendant? To. maintain 
seven day 24-hour service; 14 12- 
hour shifts with two persons on 
call are required, That means 28 
persons are required iff each per- 
son were to cover one 12-hour 
period per week. There are pre- 
sently about 15 volunteers with 
each having dififerent periods of 
availability. Thus. many members 
serve two or more 12-hour shifts 
per week, In covering a duty 
period, an individual must be av- 
ailable at work, stay home near a 
phone, or with the use of a port- 
able radio, remain within a reason- 
able distance of the Fire Station. 


All members in order to serve as 
am ambulance attendant, must have 
training as an Advanced First Aid- 
er or an Emergency Medical 
Technician, An Advanced First 
Aider requires 52 hours of initial 
training and 24 hours of refresher 
training every three years. An 
EMT requires 100 hours of initial 
training and 30 hours of refresher 
training every two years. With a 
little thought, one can easily see 
the number of nights and week 
end which must be committed for 
training classes and exercises. 

Do ambulance attendants receive 
compensation? Attendants are paid 
on a per call basis dependent on 


where the patient is transported, 
with no compensation pro- 
vided for stand-by or training 
time. To put this in a greater per- 
spective, there are over 18,000 
person hours required each year 
for coverage and training with 
compensation provided for a total 
of about 1,200 person hours. Trans- 
lated on an individual basis, the 
average attendant gives 15 ‘hours

The corrupt use of drugs ab Am- 
evican horse racing tracks is 
quickly reaching the dimension of 
a nationwide scandal, The integri- 
ty of the spont is being undenmin— 
ed, the lives of jockeys endangered 
and the health of horses threaten- 
ed, I have co-sponsored legislation 
in the Senate to prevent the abuse 
of drugs at American tracks in 
the hope that the problem can be 
brought under control. 

The bil] would not prohibit the 
use of legitimate drugs for medi- 
cal purposes, nor penalize owners 
and trainers for giving their hors- 
es vitamins or food supplements. 
It would eliminate the cruel and 
dishonest use of drugs to cause a 
jnorse to perform beyond its na- 
tunal ability, and, in some cases, 
its endurance. 

The patchwork of state regula- 
tions that cutrently govern the 
sport has led to increased use of 
drugs, and the development of 
“super drugs” which can be dis- 
guised by large doses of legal 
medication. Sonie unscrupulous 
owners and trainers take advan- 
tage of the varying state laws to 
the disatvantake of a horse's 
health. 

The legislation, which I have co- 
sponsored, ‘would require all race 
horses to be examined several 
hours prior to a race, and their 
plood tested dor the presence of 


drugs There would also be a sirin- 


gent post-race testing of a horse’s 
urine and saliva to detect illegal 
levels of druigs, Frozen samples of 
a horse’s urine, saliva, and blood 
fvould be maintained for futute 
comparisons. 


If provisions of the legislation . 


were violated, horses could be 
disqualified from a race, owners 
and trainers suspended from rac- 
fing for a specified period, or 
criminal penalties imposed in the 
form of fines and imprisonment. 

Any state that currently has an 
anti. drug program that meets the 
minimum federal standards for 
medication of race horses would 
be exempt from the legislation if 
it is passed. 

No other major racing country 
in the world permits the pre-nace 
drugging of horses. Drugs in wide 
spread use in the United States, 
although regulated, are often ad- 
ministered in unsafe doses or in 
such a way as to mask the. pre- 
sence of illega] drugs used to stim- 
ulate a horse before a race. 

The results of these practices are 
clearly dangerous:and have result- 
ed in increased numbetis of “break- 
downs” suffered by horses during 
races, Normally, a horse would be 
rested for several weeks after a 
hard race, but some trainers in- 
ject painkillers that allow a horse 
to run more frequently. Occassion- 
ally, this means that a horse may 
be running on a tender or injury 
weakened leg which can break 
under the grueling demands of a 
race, 

In 1978, according to the Jockey 
Guild, there were 2,000 racing 
spills affecting 1800 licensed rid- 
ers. These resulted in 1,500 hospi- 
talizations for two weeks or more, 
four deaths and the paralysis of 
four other jockeys, 

Such a situation demands a uni- 
form standard to control the use 
of drugs at all American race 
tracks, Only if the abuse and mis- 
use of drugs is eliminated from 
the sport will its integrity be re- 
Stored and the lives of jockeys 
and careers of tacing horses be 
safeguarded.
